2,000 VN marines In 
house-to-house clash 
with North Vietnamese 


SAIGON (AP) - More than 


2,000 South Vietnamese marines 
assaulted the western half of 
Quang Tri City today, but they 
ran into house to house fighting 
and heavy North Vietnamese 
artillery fire. 


American jet pilots reported 


destroying an ammunition de- 
pot on the outskirts of the dev- 
astated town so big there were 
more than 300 secondary ex- 
plosions and 14 fires. 


"It looked like a big fire- 


works display," one pilot said. 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent Holger Jensen reported 
from Quang Tri that south Viet- 
namese tank fire leveled the 
last few buidlings still standing 
outside the Citadel in the coun- 
try's northernmost provincial 
capital, which the North Viet- 
namese captured on May 1. 


Despite earlier claims by the 


South Vietnamese government 
that its forces had recaptured 


most of Quang Tri, the North 
Vietnamese still hold the west- 
ern part and the SO-acre walled 
Citadel in the heart of the city. 


The Marines last week re- 


placed a brigade of some 2,000 
paratroopers 
who 
suffered 


heavy losses in an unsuccessful 
attempt to storm the Citadel. 


A U.S. adviser indicated that 


the marines would try to starve 
tone North Vietnamese out of 
the Citadel. While South Viet- 
namese bombers hammered 
the enemy inside the fortress, 
U.S. F4 Phantoms beamed 2,- 
000-pound laser bombs onto for- 
mer allied combat base now 
being used by the enemy west 
of the Thach Han River. 


Eighty miles to the southeast, 


Communist forces heavily 
shelled the U.S. air base at Da 
Nang, killing one American and 
four Vietnamese and wounding 
20 Americans and one Vietnam- 
ese. It was the second Ameri- 


can base shelled in three days. 


Twenty-five miles to the 


south of Da Nang, South Viet- 
namese infantrymen battled 
North 
Vietnamese 
troops 


around the district town of Que 
Son.

(AP)—A step-by-step account 
by Arthur H. Bremer of how he 
planned and failed to assassi- 
nate President Nixon in Ot- 
tawa, Canada, was read to a 
hushed jury in Prince Georges 
Circuit Court today. 


As Bremer buried his head in 


his arms, Benjamin Lipsitz, his 
attorney, read page after page 
from Bremer's diary that told 
of his failure to get into the ho- 
tel where he thought Nixon 
would be staying, his failure to 
get into the airport where the 
President was to land and final- 
ly, his failure to get off a shot 
as the President's car rtuhed 
by. 


The diary related that Bre- 


mer, the accused assailant of 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wal- 
lace, had only a glimpse of Nix- 
on as the President's motor- 
cade from the airport sped by 
on the way into Ottawa during 
a visit in April. 


"He went by before I knew 


it," Bremer wrote in the diary. 


"A dark silhouette rushed by 


in a black car. 


"All over. 
"I had missed it. The best 


chance to get him was over." 


Lipsitz, who had read the 


first 35 pages of the 114-page 
diary at a late night session 
Wednesday, picked iaj> where he 
left off as the trial on state 
charges entered its fourth day 
today. 


Bremer has pleaded innocent 


by reason of insanity to 17 
charges stemming from the 
shooting of Wallace and three 
other persons at a Laurel, Md. 
political rally May 15. 


The final portions of the 


diary related that after Bremer 
failed in his attempt to kill Nix- 
on he turned to Wallace as his 
primary target. 


The diary indicated that Bre- 


mer was concerned that Wal- 
lace was not important enough 
to gain him the attention he 
wanted. 


"They never heard of Wal- 


lace," an entry in the diary 
said. 


"The editors will say, 'Wal- 


lace dead? Who cares?' 


"You vwon't get more than 


three minutes on network 
news." 


Bremer wrote in his diary 


that he hoped when he suc- 
ceeded in shooting Wallace "ev- 
eryone screams and hollers." 


Lipsitz is reading the entire 


diary to the jury, apparently 
hoping it will back up his con- 
tention that Bremer is legally 
insane and not responsible for 
his actions.

Egypt-Libya merger: 
A threat or act of desperation?

The presidents of Libya and 


Egypt, announcing their in- 
tention to make their nations 
one, evidently mean to threaten 
the United States and the West 
with measures leading even- 
tually to an oil crisjis. But some 
may aye a ring of desperation in 
their words more suggestive of 
frustrstioji than of menace. 


Both Anwar Sadat of Egypt

ar Kgflif* of Libya 


are subject to home pressures 
and 
to 
infuriating con- 


tradictions on the world stage. 


The two leaders seem frus- 


trated because they are op- 
posed not only by Arabs but by 
the powerful Russians to whom 
they have looked for help with- 
out a full measure of trust. 


So the Egypt-Libya union has 


the sound of a defiant go-it- 
alone challenge to Israel, the 
United States, Europe and Rus- 
sia, all at once. To hear the 
young and hot-headed Col. Ka- 
dafi tell it, as he did in a 
speech more than a year ago, 
Egypt and Libya will lead a le- 
gion of a million Arab men, an 
air armada of a thousand 


planes and a land fleet of 5,000 
tanks in a Jihad—a holy war— 
to crush Israel and "liberate" 
Palestine once and for all. 


Now be and Sadat have made 


what purports to be a step in 
this direction. 


The proposition is that united 


Arabs will mobilize and arm 
for the final battle with the 
money they get from Arab oil. 
Meanwhile they could mortally 
wound their "imperialist" an- 
tagonists by shutting off the oil. 


But Arab unity has invariably 


been more shadow than sub- 
stance, however passionate Ka- 


dafi seems to be about it. The 
United Arab Republic com- 
bining Egypt and Syria crum- 
bled in 1961 after three shaky 
years. An attempt to unite Su- 
dan with Egypt and Libya has 
wound up nowhere. The "feder- 
ation" of Syria, Libya and 
Egypt, formed a year ago, is 
opposed by a number of ele- 
ments, including Russian-back- 
ed Syrian Communists. 


The Sadat-Kadafi joint state- 


ment, an echo of a speech Sa- 
dat made last week, noted that 
the Arab world possesses a 
powerful weapon, oil, "which if 


used effectively and successful- 
ly would realize our goals, be- 
cause Arab oil provides 60 per 
cent of the 
world's con- 


sumption." The West knows 
this and thus tries to stop unity. 


But Egypt and Libya have 


yet to convince the Arabian 
peninsula's sheiks that they 
should shut off oil to the West. 
Libya gets |2.4 billion a year in 
oil revenue—in a nation of 2Vi 
million people—but the Arab 
rulers cannot drink their oil. 
It's no good to them until it is 
out of the ground and market- 
ed. And for Kadafi it can be 


political dynamite if the Lib- 
yans get restless and demand a 
bigger snare of the oil wealth. 


Both Sadat and Kad*—espe- 


cially Kadafi—are devout Mos- 
lems who abhor atheistic Com- 
munism. Both fear Moscow. 


Neither Sadat nor Kadafi has 


looked secure in his position 
lately. Still, the two might be 
•able to bring their project off, 
whereupon a year hence there 
will exist a combined nation of 
35 million Egyptians and

million Libyans equipped with 
Libya's oil money and Egypt's 
myriad of troubles. 
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Farmers suffer, tests go higher 


WASHINGTON (AP) - This 


Summer a farmer had to pay 
$1.43 for a pair of overalls 
which a year ago cost him 
H.02, he climbed on a $19,300 
combine which in 1971 cost $17,- 
•n and harvested wheat worth 
$1.32 per bushel, two cents less 
Ihifi a year ago. 


Hie figures, published by the 


Agriculture Department, illus- 
trate a basic problem for most 
farmers today: Even if they 
produce more and prices for 
some commodities are better — 
notably livestock — rising costs 
are eating into family budgets. 


Department economists say, 


however, that higher prices for 
cattle and hogs this year have 
generated a trend of improve- 
ment and that net farm income 
is expected to rise by about $2 
billion over last year. 


Costs of production have ris- 


en steadily for several years. 
In July, the USDA said, the av- 
erage prices farmers paid for 
operating expenses, including 
goods, services, taxes and 


wages, rose by one per cent — 
pushing the level to 27 per cent 
more than five years ago. 


The monthly price report in- 


cluded price samples for items 


commonly needed and pur-, 
chased by fanners, for men's 
overalls and combines to bricks 
and fertilizer. 


Looking at older records 


shows even a greater disparity. 
Overalls in 1969, for example, 
cost $5.17 at a time wheat sold 
for $1.22 per bushel. A com- 
parable grain combine in 1969 


No change in Paris talks 


averaged about $11,000. 


Corn in June 1969 brought 


$1.18 per bushel, five cents 
more than In the month this 
year. Cattle averaged $2* per 
100 pounds in June 1969; about 
$18.50 last summer, then rose 
to a record $34.60 last month. 


A large tractor, rated in the 


90 to 99 horsepower range, sold 


in 1969 for about $8,810. By 
June last year it cost $9,Mft and 
this summer WAS $10,6W on the 
average according to USDA 
records.

Van Thieu. 


The American negotiator crit- 


icized the Communist demand 
for 
what he called 
"dis- 


mantling" much of the Saigon 
regime as a "precondition to 
negotiations," adding that "the 
psychological and practical ob- 
stacles to such change stagger 
the imagination." 


Assailing the American air 


war, Thuy told the 153rd ses- 
sion of the peace talks; "To 
launch 
saturation 
bombing 


raids with the B52 strategic 
bombers, to use napalm and 
toxic chemicals, to wage a war 
of genocide and biocide in 
South Vietnam, this is in fact 


the most barbaric invasion in 
history. The bombing of the 
dikes and dams to cause floods, 
a disaster for millions of North 
Vietnamese, 
is to commit 


crimes more monstrous than 
those of the Fascist Hitlerites." 


Thuy said the Vietnamese 


people "have done no harm to 
the United States. On the con- 
trary, the U.S. has waged a 
war of aggression in Vietnam 
for many years now, and the 
Nixon administration is pur- 
suing that unjust war with un- 
precedented cruelty and per- 
petrating war crimes surpass- 
ing the gravity of those already 
condemned by the Nuernberg 
tribunal."

— Sixteen months ago Califor- 
nia's welfare rolls were grow- 
ing by 40,000 a month and Gov. 
Ronald Reagan called public 
assistance "a monster" that 
threatened to bankrupt the 
Golden State. 


Nearly 2.3 million persons or 


one out of every 10 were on 
welfare. The annual tab, in- 
cluding medical care, was con- 
suming a third of the state's 
$6.5 billion budget. 


Since then there has been a 


turnaround which 
Reagan 


points to as one of the major 
achievements of his 6-year-old 
administration. 


Today, the state's welfare 


rolls are down by a net of 205,- 
000 since March 1971 with drops 
in 42 of th» past 15 months — 
IhMttgh this* past June. The 
June decline alone was 39,696, 
Reagan said. 


"This dramatic decline has 


achieved in the face of 


1 ising welfare costs and case- 


load increase elsewhere across 
the nation during the same pe- 
riod," the vacationing Reagan 
said in a news statement issued 
Wednesday. 


Reagan made welfare reform 


his major goal of 1971 and 
achieved partial success in a 
compromise bill worked out 
with the legislature. Its provi- 
sions include tougher eligibility 
for getting on welfare, a pro- 
gram to track down absent fa- 
thers who won't support their 
families and a major effort at 
weeding out fraud. 


About 18,000 of the June drop 


of 39,696 came in a category 
that is directly related to Cali- 
fornia's level of unemployment, 
which declined from 675,000 in 
March 1971 to 570,000 in June. 


And the level of permanent 


recipients on Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children — not 
directly related to unemploy- 
ment — was higher this June 
than June a year ago: 1,272,425 
compared with 1,263,135.

There were 16,792 blacks in

Guard and reserve forces of the 
four military services as of 
June 30,1971. 


At that stage, blacks repre- 


sented about 1.7 per cent of the 
guardsmen and reservists. The 
latest figure represents 2.5 per 
cent of the million-man re- 
serves. 


Pentagon officials say they 


are encouraged by the black-re- 
cruiting effort so far because it 
represents "the only appre- 
ciable increase" in the number 
of blacks that ever has been 
registered. 


"We're not proud in the sense 


of full accomplishment," says 
Dr. T. C. Mars, Pentagon man- 
power official overseeing the 
recruiting drive. 


Most important, says Mars, 


the recruiting success thus far 
has laid the foundation for fu- 
ture increases as new members 
begin bringing in their friends.

COP seeking 
early-to-bed 
TV audience 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


publicans are tuning their 
three-day national convention 
to the early-to-bed television 
audience, 
not to the in- 


somniacs. 


Those making the arrange- 


ments promise an "interesting 
and exciting" convention start- 
ing in Miami Beach on Aug. 21, 
despite the fact the outcome is 
assured. 


"The American people will 


watch ours," the GOP National 
Committee chairman, Sen. Rob- 
ert J. Dole, predicted Wednes- 
day at a news conference. 


The five sessions, two after- 


noon gathering of two hours 
each starting at 1 o'clock and 
three at night scheduled to end 
not later than 10:30, were ar- 
ranged, Dole said, so every TV 
viewer wanting to can con- 
veniently watch them. 


"Not just the insomniacs," he 


added, referring to last month's 
four-day Democratic convention 
in which all sessions ran past 
midnight and two ended at day- 
break. 


The afternoon GOP sessions 


are booked for Monday and 
Tuesday, with the finale' start- 
ing at 7:30 p JP. Wednesday and 
ending at 10:30. At that final 
session the nominees will make 


their acceptance speeches. 


The Monday and Tuesday 


night sessions will be two-hour 
affairs starting at 8:30. The 
nomination for president is set 
for Tuesday night, and for vice 
president Wednesday night. 


To liven up the proceedings, 


Dole said, "spontaneous" victo- 
ry demonstrations of about IS 
minutes' duration will follow 
each nomination. Democrats 
barred such merry-making 
from their convention. 


Five movies will be shown 


during the proceedings. None 
will exceed 15 minutes, Dole 
said. They will include tributes 
to former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and Mrs. Nixon, a 
review of Republican accom- 
plishments, some scenes about 
"Nixon The Man," and a visual 
keynote presentation. 


The Republicans anticipate 


no squabbles such as the ones 
that split the Democrats over 
credentials, platform and party 
rules. Their Credentials Com- 
mittee's first and probably only 
meeting is scheduled the day 
the convention opens. 


It took the Democrats more 


than a week to draft a creden- 
tials report and an all-night 
session for the convention to 
act on it.

The coach of that 
UCLA secondary was Larrye 
Weaver, who now is Phillips' 
mentor as backfield coach of 
the Rams. 


In college, Phillips' Texas 


team used the wishbone-T, pri- 
marily a running formation and 
therefore not well suited to the 
pass-happy pro game. 


"I guess we could have ex- 


ploited passing more," he said. 
"We talked about it before ev- 
ery game. But when you have 
so much success running, why 
pass just to prove something?" 


He has no illusions, either, 


about the wishbone making a 
breakthrough in the NFL. 


"It might be good for some 


short-yardage situations but not 
as an entire offense," he said. 
"The quarterback would take a 
tremendous beating from those' 
big pro linemen." 


Although Phillips realizes his 


portion of the Texas offense 
isn't transferable to the Rams, 
he 
thinks another former 


mainstay of the Longhorns' at- 
tack, running back Jim Ber- 
telsen, can be just as successful 
as an NFL ball carrier. Ber- 
telsen was the Rams' top draft 
choice. 


"He can run, block and catch 


passes," Phillips says, "al- 
though he didn't get a chance 
to catch many because I just 
didn't throw that much."

Less than eight hours later, he 
covered the same distance in 
2:01.53 in the finals. 


The other berths in uie 200 


butterfly went to runner-up 
Robin Backhaus, a high school 
senior from Redlands, Calif., 
and to Gary Hall, Garden 
Grove, Calif., who swam on the 
Indiana University squad with 
Spitz the last few years. 


Spitz, now a medical student, 


was able to gain only a silver 
medal in the 1968 games and 
remained noncommittal about 
his chances for the upcoming 
games.

NFL Alumni Asspc. 
files pension suit 


PROVIDENCE (AP) — Pio- 


neers of the National Football 
League have filed a federal 
court suit to win full NFL pen- 
sion benefits for the league's 
charter members. 


In an action brought in U.S. 


District Court in Rhode Island, 
the NFL Alumni Association 
asked Wednesday that its mem- 
bership of more than 1,000 re- 
tired pro players be included in 
the league's pension plan, be- 
gun formally in 1962. 


"This is a sad day for me," 


said Leon Hart, the president of 
the alumni group, as he jointly 
announced with an attorney the 
action against the NFL Play- 
ers' in the league and Com- 
missioner Pete Rozelle. 


Hart, an end with the Detroit 


Lions in the 1950s and now a 
Detroit businessman, said step 
was taken "with great reluc- 
tance, but firm resolve" after 
reqeated fruitless efforts to 
work out an "amicable solu- 
tion" with the NFL and the 
Players' Association. 


"After much soul searching 


ajuC deliberation, the NFL 
Alumni have decided that the 
only way we can correct the in- 
justice which has been done the 
oldtimers is to proceed in 
court," Hart said. 


The suit asked that aluouu 


members be included in the 
pension plan on the same terms 
as players already eligible for 
its benefits, or that the defend- 
ants set up a separate fund for 
the oldtimers on the same 
terms as the current plan. 


The alumni group, represent- 


ing players who retired prior to 
1959, maintained that, with few 
exceptions, none of its mem- 
bers is included in the pension 
program. 


"When this program was first 


funded," Hart said, "there 
wasn't enough money to go 
around so 1959 was used as a 
cut-off date for retired players. 
The understanding was that as 
additional funds came in, the 
cutoff date would be moved 
back to include our people." 


As the years passed, how- 


ever, the leadership of the 
Players' Association changed 
and the understanding was set 
aside according to Leonard De- 
cof, the Providence attorney 
representing the alumni group. 


While Hart maintained that

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In close vote, Senate votes te 
halt U.S. Involvement in Vietnam 


Legal challenge 
is brewing over 
Hawaiian school

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Senate has voted a second time 
to halt U.S. combat operations 
in Indochina, but the battle to 
make it stick is far from over. 


The amendment by Sen. fid- 


ward Brooks, R-Mass., was 
pasted Wednesday night in a 
series of eight intricate, hard- 
fought votes. The tally on the 
key test was 49 to 47. 


Attached to a |20.5-billion 


Pentagon procurement bill, the 
amendment provides for U.S. 


withdrawal from Indochina, ex- 
cept Thailand, within four 
months if Hanoi releases Amer- 
ican prisoners and accounts tor 
Ols missing in action. 


The measure would cut off 


funds for all war operations ex- 
cept the amount required for 
withdrawal and the protection 
of withdrawing forces. 


An amendment by Sen. 


George Aiken, R-Vt., to in- 
corporate President Nixon's 
conditions for withdrawal from 
Vietnam was adopted at one 
point 51 to 47, but was replaced

NEW YORK (AP)-Simpte 


efficiencies in the use of elec- 
tricity, mainly in lighting, could 
significantly reduce energy us- 
age and reduce the impact of 
power shortages mat exist in 
some regions and threaten else- 
where. 


This is the considered judg- 


ment of many electrical engi- 
neers, who also claim that not 
only energy but many millions 
of dollars could be saved in op- 
erating costs. 


At the recent annual meeting 


of the Illuminating Engineering 
Society, newly elected president 
Richard Dorsey of General 
Electric stated that 90 per cent 
of lighting systems produce 
only half as much light as pos- 
sible for the energy consumed. 


Other engineers claim that 


even those systems that deliver 
light efficiently still waste ener- 
gy by generating so much heat 
that air-conditioning systems 
are forced to overwork. 


The possible savings in ener- 


gy and money have yet to be 
worked out, but it is estimated 
the buildings account for 20 per 
cent 
industrial-commercial 


energy consumption and that 20 
per cent of that is for lighting. 


George Clark, IES senior vice 


president and engineering man- 
ager for special projects of Syl- 
vanja ®Wtrip, estimates., that, 
bettoi usage in these structures • 
could reduce their energy con- 
sumption by 15 to 25 per cent 


The critical nature of such 


savings is made clear in the 
perspective of rising energy 
costs and recurring power 
shortages—even blackouts of 
increasing frequency and size- 


in some regions of the country. 


The 
possible 
efficiencies 


about which Dorsey and Clark 
speak era possible not only 
through correction of wasteful 
practices of the past but 
through the use of relatively re- 
cent advances in producing 
more lumens from the same 
wattage. 


An incandescent lamp, most 


widely recognized of all, pro- 
duces only 10 lumens— a meas- 
ure of light quantity— per watt. 
But more recently developed 
lamps produce 10 times as 
many lumens without color dis- 
tortion. 


Other efficiencies are pos- 


sible, Clark said, through more 
frequent cleaning fixtures and 
a regular program of lamp re- 
placement. Many lamps remain 
in use beyond their effective 
life, producing less light but us- 
ing no less energy.

We're raising questions, but not 
accomplishing much." 


In major floor votes over 


eight days of debate, the Senate 
declined to cut future Pentagon 
spending across the board by $4 


billion, and declined to end the 
draft. 


The Senate sustained the ad- 


ministration's requested speed- 
up in the |13.5-billion Trident 
submarine program, and voted 
a fourth nuclear-powered, II- 
billion aircraft carrier for the 


Navy.

Astronaut James Irwin's heav- 
enly experiences are to be put 
to some earthly good as he 
plans a religious ministery cen- 
tered on his Apollo 15 moon 
flight. 


Irwin returned Monday for 


the Air Force and the space 
corps then announced Tuesday 
formation of "High Flight", an 
evangelical foundation he will 
use as a platform for speaking 
to religious groups. 


"I saw God's universe in a 


new perspective. I want to 
share that feeling with other 
men," Irwin said in explaining 
the thrust of his new venture. 
"It was clear in my mind that I 
had a message for all men on 
earth." 


The astronaut described his 


former self as "really just a 
nuts and bolts guy...a test pi- 
lot...operator of a spacecraft." 
Irwin said he returned from the 
moon "really a changed per- 
son." 


He stated 
that 
his 
in- 


j 
volvement in the stamp cover 
controversy would not damage 
his credibility as an evangelist 
of the Christian gospel. 


"I'm sorry it occurred. We're 


all subject to make mistakes. I 
think it demonstrated my frail- 
ty as a man when I don't de- 
pend on the guidance of God," 
he said. 


Irwin and two colleagues on 


the Apollo 15 mission were 
chastened for having taken 400 
of the stamp covers to the 
moon and back. Some of the 
covers were subsequently sold 


by a West German stamp deal- 
er for $1,500 each. 


Irwin is moving his family to 


Colorado Springs, Colo., where 
the new foundation will be 
headquartered. The astronaut 
said he will be president of the 
foundation. 


The Rev. William H. Kitten- 


house, formerly pastor of the 
Nassau Bay Baptist Church, 
which Irwin has attended for 
the last three years, will be 
vice president of the founda- 
tion. Norman A. Palermo, a 
Colorado Springs lawyer, is the 
foundation's secretary- 


• treasurer. 


Among the appearances he 


has already scheduled, Irwin 
said, are youth rallies, revivals 
and tours of the Far East and 
of the Holy Land. 


Irwin said his personal fi- 


nances and the expenses of 
travel will be underwritten by 
contributions. He said his cru- 
sade would probably last only a 
year or two because after that 
he expects his message to lose 
its freshness. He said he is also 
employed as a trainee for the 
Johns Mansville Corp. and is 
considering opportunities in the 
broadcast field. 


Asked what his title will be 


during his crusade, Irvin with a 
smile said, "I sometimes refer 
to myself as a moon mis- 
sionary." 


"The message I have is one 


of science and of religion," he 
said. "I think they are the 
same. Science is just knowl- 
edge, learning God's basic 
truths."

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - As 


the noon sun beats down, Chris 
Wilson sets up her display of 
homemade candles in a water- 
front plaza and settles down for 
a long wait for customers. 


Chris is one of San Fran- 


cisco's street artists, a tourist 
attraction now banished from 
the city's sidewalks and parks 
to Embarcadero Plaza, a wide 
treeless concrete expanse. 


Not many tourists go there. 
"When we were free to sell 


on the streets to tourists, we 
could make a living," said the
